sure that if only half n dozen farmers in 
each neighborhood would carry oat suoh ex- 
periments for two or threo years, tho infor- 
mation gained would bo wortb to themselves 
and their neighbors n hundred times the 
cost, and lo tho country untold millions of 
dollars. 


^ OI--BHESSISG. —An early top dressing of 


irtiftcinl manure upon fall graiu and grass 
ields is often of the greatest advantage. 
The ground is now moist and mellow, and 
he soluble fertilizers are at once ready to 
be utilized. 
We have seen the effect in the 


changed color of the foliage in twelve hours 
ifter an application, when n gentle shower 
ms fallen immediately afterwards. 
If the 


ortilizor can bo sown during a shower so 
much the better, othorwise we choose tho 
afternoon for the work, BO thnt Iho dow of 
'(ho night may act as a rapid solvent. 


A CAUTION.—Great damage may bo done 


by rifling concentrated fertilizers in close 
contact with seeds of very young plants. A 
easpoonful of such a 
fertilizer dropped 


ipon a seed of young sprouted grain will 
.ill the germ, or 
the tender sprout or 


'growing point" of tho plnnt. 
Any oon- 


enlrated fertilizer should bo well mixed 
vitb the soil or scattered thinly over the 
urfaco, nnd unless it is raining at the time, 
hould never bo sown upon a growing crop 
-hilo the leaves aro wet. 
Common sense 


ill guide a thoughtful man when he knows 
jut most of these fertilizers ore either 
austic or corrosive, 
excepting gypsum, 


which is harmless.

cently stated I hat ho hnd tnkon milk of throo 
patrons of a choose factory, in October, who 
wore feeding nothing but grass, and the 
milk of threo others who fod. nothing but 
corn sown broadcast. 
Ho took an equal 


quantity of tho milk of each, and curdling 
it with tho samo amount of rennet, nt tho 
samo temperature, found, after drying tho 
curd, Unit tho milk of tho corn fod cowa 
gavo eight nnd ono-hnlf per centum of curd, 
while thnt fod ou grnss alono giwo only six 
and ono-hnlf per oontum of bard ; (mowing 
a gain of nearly thirty-throe per centum in 
fnvor of corn foddor over grass. While our 
boat fnrmorrt nro diapoaod to increase thoir 
grnsfl crops by ovory possibles moans, thoy 
nro also in favor of providing n gonorous 
supply of fodder to supplement tho pasture 
during drought.
